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CLAIMS 

What is claimed is: 

^.adhesive label produced by a process comprising the steps of: 

providing a web consisting of an adhesive label substrate having a face 
material, an adhesive layer and a liner, the web having a web width and a web 
direction; 

positioning ^the web in a label conversion machine wherein the web is 
continuously pulled through the conversion machine in a preselected web direction; 



configuring a plurality of triangular shaped labels on the face material in 
which each label has a first, second and third side wherein the first side of adjacent 
labels face each other and the second side of adjacent labels face each other such that 
the third side of each label faces outwardly from the web width; 

cutting the plurality of triangular shaped labels on the web; 

printing the plurality of triangular labels; and 

processing the plurality of triangular labels into individual rolled strips. 



2. Tfte adhesive label of claim 1, wherein the configuration of the plurality of triangular 
shaped labels forms consecutive adjacent rows of triangular shaped labels positioned parallel 
to the weft direction. 



3. The\ adhesive label of claim 1, wherein the face material is selected from a group 
consisting if paper, polyester, vinyl, polypropylene and foil. 

4. The ajdhesive label of claim 1, wherein the adhesive layer is formed from an adhesive 
selected from a group consisting of permanent, removable, water-soluble, and cold 
temperature auhesives. 



The adhfesive label of gXakm 1, wherein the liner is a silicone-coated sheet of paper 
adapted to allow the fap^material and adhesive layer to be easily removed. 

6. \ The adhesive label of claim 1, further including the step of removing a matrix of waste 
material between the plurality of labels after cutting the plurality of labels on the web.

a triangular shaped Adhesive label having a first, second and third side of equal 
length, the label including a face material, an adhesive layer and a liner; 

the face material of the label including printing relating to food safety labeling 
systems; 
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whereby the triangular shaded label is adapted to be used in food safety 
labeling systems utilized by^ood services industries. 

The adhesive label of claim 15, wherein the face material is selected from a group 
cc)psisting of paper, polyester, vinyl, polypropylene and foil.
